Grouse. Thomas Eakins was a leading American realist as well as an influential teacher 
at the Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts. This painting is thought to be the first 
example of a work in which he used a photographic source for his subject. Henry 
Schreiber was one of Eakins’ close friends; he also happened to be one of Philadelphia’s 
leading commercial photographers. While Eakins typically painted portraits of people, his 
friend Henry’s dog Grouse is the subject of this canvas!
